NOTICES OF SUBSTANTIVE POLICY STATEMENTS

The Administrative Procedure Act requires the publication of substantive policy statements issued by agencies (A.R.S. § 41-
1013(B)(14)). Substantive policy statements are written expressions which inform the general public of an agency’s current
approach to rule or regulation practice. Substantive policy statements are advisory only. A substantive policy statement does not
include internal procedural documents that only affect the internal procedures of the agency and does not impose additional
requirements or penalties on regulated parties or include confidential information or rules made in accordance with the Arizona
Administrative Procedure Act. If you believe that this substantive policy statement does impose additional requirements or penal-
ties on regulated parties you may petition the agency under A.R.S. § 41-1033 for a review of the statement.

BOARD OF HOMEOPATHIC MEDICAL EXAMINERS

1. Subject of the substantive policy statement and the substantive policy statement number by which the policy state-
ment is referred:

The substantive policy statement provides elaboration of the definition of chelation therapy contained in A.R.S. § 32-
2901. It includes updated criteria to reflect additional methods of providing chelation therapy to include intramuscu-
lar injections, rectal suppositories, and oral ingestion of EDTA. SPS 04-01.

3. Summary of the contents of the substantive policy statement:
The statement provides an updated and expanded guidance to homeopathic physicians who administer chelation ther-
apy. A definition of chelation therapy found in A.R.S. § 32-2901 states that it is an experimental medical therapy to
restore cellular homeostasis employing some form of the chelator EDTA (Ethylenediamine Tetraacetic Acid). It is not
an experimental therapy if used to treat heavy metal poisoning. The policy statement recognizes different prescription
as well as natural substances that are well known to act as heavy metal chelators. 

The policy statement notes that the traditional form of the disodium salt of EDTA (typically given intravenously as
covered in detail in the ACAM protocol) had been the most common form of EDTA employed by Arizona licensees.
However, with the increased availability of the calcium salt of EDTA, as well as other salts of EDTA, including mag-
nesium EDTA and potassium EDTA, the policy states the Board acknowledges and recognizes these other methods of
chelation therapy, which may be given orally as well as parenterally, as a legitimate and acceptable variation of the
chelation therapy modality for licensees.
